African Students' Statement 



1. The African students in Montreal regret 
the assassination of 'Patrice Lumumba, the Prime 
Mnister of the' 'ReptMic of Congo, -together 
with two .of hisyMiittttert, 

2. We deptore tfce external forces that 
have contributed' to' Ihb eapooery and the atti- 
tude of foreign nations who, by refvsing^to act 
eorrectly at each stage as per the original mari' 
date of the VN Security Council, made possible 
the assassination Vf a greet African national 
leader. 

3. We empltatically declare that this piece 
of atrocity -is a rejlectton upon the ineffectûa- 
lity of the UN in protecting weaker nations in 
their fight for freedom from colonial subjec- 
tion. Mr. Lumumba suffered harsh and inhuman 
treotmcnt ond finally assassination at the hands 
of his enemies, to whom he was delivered up 
■without appropriate «rtterwcnh'on or protcit on 
the part of the VN^ whose delay in opening an 
.inucs(t0atton into'.his plight hardly inspires con- 
fidence, .The foreign powers involved, in for- 
getting their responsibiUty to contribute to 
vor]4j^mS!Si)^mtji»steadAmed the UN and 



smaller nûliont as stooges to inrther their self- 
interest. A dark shadow has been cast on the 
cotirse of ivorld history. 

4. We condemn Belgian plots for colonial 
reconqttest and the bias shown in the Congo 
by the UN Mission in protcclini; Belgians but 
not Africans. 

5. We condemn African upstarts who liave 
allowed themselves to be used as colonial stoo- 
ges; particularly Tshombe, Kasavubu, and Mo- 
,butu..History ioill judge them as :traitors tind 
enemies 0/ their aountry. 

6. We further condemn foreign powers who 
have ollotoed their nationals to serve in the so- 
called "Katanga Foreign Legion", 

7. As an empliatic manifestation of our sin- 
cere sorrow, - we declare Wednesday, February 
15th as "Lumuniba Jlfouming Day": 

8. A peaceful mass demonstration of Afri- 
can students will take place on that day. starting 
at' 10:30 am in front of the Roddick Gates of 
MeGill IJniversity. 

All sympathisers are welcome.

The decision taken by a nearly 
unanimous vote at a meeting held 
yesterday afternoon in the Union 
BnUrooni, was hailed by Vice-Pre- 
sident Steve Makinwa as "a sign 
for the first time that Africans 
are united... This happened in.the 
Congo; it could happen tomorrow 
in Nigeria. Ghana, or Ethiopia." 

The demonstrators - will leave 
the Roddick'Gates at 10:30 this 
morning and proceed by Sher* 
brooke, University and Dorchester 
streets to the Belgian consulate in 
the Sun .Life Building. President 
BekeTe Nadi, who comes from 
Ethiopia, stressed that the de- 
monstration will be peaceful and 
that placards will be relied upon 
to convey their message to the 
public. In -addition .a statement, 
which appears 'elsewhere oa this 
pag^ has been released to the Ca- 
nadioh press. .

Another suggestion came from 
Sam Okorie, a graduate student 
from Nigeria who suggested draft- 
ing letters to the leaders of all 
African states urging them to 
form an African Liberation Army. 
"I would be willing to Join such 
lan^army," he exclaimed ;amid ge* 
neral applausè. 

Okorie was onOvOfiseveral stu- 
dents who expressed ia 'lack of 
confidence in. the United Nations. 
"The UN army was whittled down 
with the result that this incident 
has occurred," ho observed. 

Okorie suggested that the pla- 
cards stress that the demonstra- 
tion "has nothing to do with 
Communism whatsoever" to cor- 
rect a "common Western misap- 
prehension." .This rbrought at 
least : one ^ vigorous protest firom 
the floor. Some students sappa- 
rently felt that Communism wu 
an irrelevant issue and .should 
be ignored, while others regard- 
ed Communism as only :another 
form of foreign, interference, and 
therefore hostile to the interests, 
of the demonstration. 

Nadi stated that the demons- 
tration should not be directed 
against any one country. "Tlie 
intention of the Soviet Union is 
not to Iielp Africar.s but to op- 
pose '.the 'U.S.; < the intention ^of 
the'U.S. is not to -help Africans 
but to oppose the Soviet Union." 

AGAINST INTERFERENCE 

"We are against external inter- 
ference." Shouts of "Foreigners 
get out", "Murderers get out!" 
"African freedom yes, Yankee no, 
Coniniunism not" rose from the 
floor. 

^As pandemonium appeared to 
be taking over, the platform was 
thrown open to . speakers from 
the floor.

to help the African and Asian 
nations attain a higher standard 
of living, and clean up great na- 
tional problems such as unem- 
ployment". 

Pitman, an ex-high school teach- 
er, began by telling his audience 
that he was astounded when he, 
a politician, was asked to speak 
at thè SCAf Meeting, .as politi- 
cians are usually thought of as 
criminaKs in the same class as 
dope peddlers. 

APOLOGIA 

But in fact, he said, his speech 
would be "a personal apologia 
for taking part, as a Christian, 
in the humdrum affairs of the 
nation". 

The first consideration that' led 
him tO; tenter politics was his ex- 
perience as a teacher,- he rcfa- 
tcd. "jMy students had keen, 
questioning minds, and they 
would ask mc .clear questions on 
international affairs 'in black 
and white', without much of the 
htdging that adult approaches to 
Ihu same problems have". 

"I couldn't answer them", he 
said. "You can equivocate, but 
you can't answer". 

Another consideration leading 
him to go into politics was the 
reaction of North American reli- 
gious leaders to international af- 
fairs, and in particular, lo two 
recent incidents. Pitman claimed 
that the religious leaders condem- 
ning Khrushchev's first visit to

Dean Analyses 
Toynbee's Work

Dean 11. N. FieUlhouse yesterday expressed disagreem- 
ent witii "three basic assumptions" of Arnold Toynbee's 

massive "Study of History". 



Professor Fieldhouse. Dean of 
Arts and Science at McGill stated, 
in an address to the Historical 
Society that although he was 
"rather critical" of Toynbee, "tri- 
bute must be paid to an extra- 
ordinary achievement". 

He gave a brief.' exposition of 
Toynbee's work, beginning with 
his contention that the civiliza- 
tion, not the "parochial national 
state" is the "intelligible field of 
historical study". 

Toynbee dcllricated twenty-one 
civilizations, of which six were 
primary and the others derivi- 
tivc. The genesis of civilizations 
lay in an environmental challenge 
that was a stimulus without being 
excessive. ' • 

GROWTH ' 

"Growth, according to Toynbee, 
consists of a progressive mastery 
of external Nature and an in- 
creasing self-determination • a 
mastery of physical and moral 
problems". Dean Fieldhouse 
stated. 

In every case, . a creative minor- 
ity is responsible for maintaining 
the momentum, but this must be 
accompanied by mimesis or imi- 
tation on the part 'of the un- 
creative majority. 

After the breakdown of the civi- 
lization (which Toynbee defines 
as the point at which the civiliza- 
tion ceases to grow), there fol- 
lows a time of troubles, a rally 
(which consists of the formation 
of a' . universal state), and an 
interregnum. . 

During' the interregnum, there 
is a breakdown of mimesis and 



the disillusioned creative minority 
becomes an internal proletariat. 
It produces the great world reli- 
gious. "Here Toynbee changed his 
viewpoint, as in the first five vo- 
lumes he maintained that civiliza- 
tions were philo.sophieally equiva- 
lent, but in the Inst five he ranks 
them in terms of the value of the 
religions they- produce". Dean 
Fieldhouse stated. 

SUICIDE 

"In Toynbee's view, the verdict 
is always suicide; if a civilization 
goes down llie. vital wound has 
Been internal — an error In .the 
soul, or a moral fault". 

The three assumptions Dean 
Fieldhouse challenged were Toyn- 
bee's view of a challenge ond res- 
ponse, of civilizations as being the 
only intelligible field of study and 
of civilizations constituting a phil- 
osophical whole. 

"When can one determine when 
a challenge h.Ls been tr.ins(ormed 
from a stimulous to a deterrent?" 
he asked. 

As to whether a civilization is a 
whole, Fieldhouse claimed that ci- 
vilizations consist of the co exist- 
ence of diverse independent ele- 
ments rather than Institutions 
in which no pari can be modified 
without producing . correlctive 
changes in other parts. 

With regard lo the other ass- 
umption, Denn Fieldhouse staled 
that what is an intelligible field 
of study depends on what one is 
studying, "Isn't the whole matter 
of determining civilizations a sub- 
jective evaluation?" he concluded.

The situation in Central 
Africa was analysed yester- 
diiy by Professor Mallroy, 

Chairman of the Department 
of Economics and Political 
Science. Mallroy was speak- 
ing at the second lecture in 
a aerJca sponsored by the 
Students' Christian: Movem- 
ent. 

He dealt with the problems of 
the Congo in some detail. 'The 
difficulties there have stemmed 
from fact that Is'was divided into 
tribal areas controlled by secu- 
rity forces, he stated. When the 
Belgians, feeling: the pressure to 
be off, pulled out ot the Congo, 
the country began to go to pieces 
and tribal warfare broke out. 

The only thing revolution has 
acomplishcd is bloodshed, he 
claimed. Beneficial results could 
come out of it only if, during the 
time in which the country is re- 
covering from the impact of the 
revolution there ensued a period 
of stable unity. 

Mallory ^ continued that the 
cause- of all this trouble has been 
Europei.eilhec; consciously or un- 
eonscioucly^^oni: her part. Euro- 
peans have sûpplied the weapons 
— machineguns, discipline, also 
the ideas. The Africa that comes 
out of this will be a ressem- 
blance to Europe, he slated. 

He also mentioned that the 
Congolese are naive- in the sense 
that they will, accept help from - 
anyode who offers, it. to -them, 
without asking questions. This, he 
said, is illustrated in the com-

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The Black Man's Burden 

I'litiicc Lumumba i.s deiid, but the principles be 
represented will continue to live on in the hearts of 
all the African peoples. He embodied the frustrations 
iind the agony . of a nation striiggling against, the , 
powerful forces of colonial exploitation. His assasi- 
tion marks the beginning, not the end, of a renewed 
effort by all the subjugated ma.s.ses of the world to rid ^ 
themselves of.the burden which the \yhite man, inHhe 
name of progress, has placed on them. 

The blame for the Congo fiasco rests on -many 
shoulders. First and foiemost, of cour.se, the Bel- 
gians are responsible. It i.s common knowledge that 
they left a colony in which they were in control for , 
eeventy-five years without even a minimal number 
of native administrators. And sine* independence 
'was declared last June, they have done their utmost 
to foment discord and trauble in that region, in thé 
hope of reaping the maximum economic? gains from 
these troubled waters. The old political game of divide 
Knd rule is still being played byj-the Belgians. Moise 
Fshombe is indisputably nothingtmbVe than a puppet . 
of the mining interest.s in Katanga, by far the richest , 
part of the Congo. His Air Force "is manned by Bel-, 
gian.s, his army i.s officered by them, and even the DC- 
4 which carried Mr. Lumumba to his doom from Thy»- 
ville to Elizabethville was piloted by a Belgian. Tre- 
sident Kasavubu and General Mobutu certainly are 
Mi free from the stigma of Belgian colonial control. 

Secondly, the United Nations must bear a large 
part of the fault,. Its forces were invited by the legally 
constituted government headed by Patrice Lumumba. 
At that time the Congo was a federal state with strong 
centralist powers. It is true that there was. the desire 
on the-part of some, factions to gain more "state's 
rights". - : - • - ' 

But this remained a desire, which the United Na- 
tions mistakenly took for a fait accompli. As .such, it 
proceeded to negotiate with Tshombe as if he were 
the chief tif a foreign independent state. When Ham- " 
marskjold visited the Congo recently he graciously de-, 
(erred to. the wishes of Katanga without even e.vpre8- 
fiing an interest in determining the view.s of Lut 
mumba. In fact, during the imprisonment of the latter. ,", 
the United Nations maintained a rather curious 
hands-off attitude. The secretary-general himself call- 
ed the l'affaire Lumumba an internal issue, and UN 
troops stood by when the Premier was' unjnercifully , 
beaten at the airport in Elizabethville. This, we sub- 
mit,, was the wrong path for the world organization . 
to take. If the premier wa.s to be in anyone's hands, ^ 
it .should have l)een those of the United Nation.s'. 

Thirdlj', the Soviet Union and the United States'" 
-are equally uninterested in the aspirations of >the Afri- 
can people, if we are to judge this by their actions in 
the Congo. Both countries wer'e motivated by only 
one principle : to exclude the other, from g()ining a ' 
-foothold in the area. All other consideration.^ became 
secondary, as succeeding events have, proven. ' / 

What happens now? Yesterday's etnergency meet- ' 
ing of the African Student's Association made it, quite 
plain that the Africans wanted to be left alone. Does 
this mean that the United Nations should withdraw? 
A large number of the students present there felt lhaX 
this had now become absolutely necessary. We do not 
•'agree. Surely the United Nations can play a positive 
and constructive role here, but this will reciuire some 
far-reaching changes. The Africari states which are ' 
now independent must, through the framework of 
the UN, assume the responsibility for bringing stabi- 
lity to this region. 

All non-African interests mu.st be subordinated 
to these African nations operating under the banner 
of the United Nations, It is only in this way that out- 
side assistance, which is most necessary, can be chan- 
nelled in a disinterested and objective manner. At the 
General Assembly sessions last, year the newly-emer- 
gent African states were quick to note that the United 
Nations provided the only hope for- thb smaller coun- 
tries. Not only, we might add, for . the. smaller, couh^. . 
tries but for the >Yorld as a vhiotëis^:^^^^i^^:r'^^]^:-'-

•THE PEOPLE ARE NOT 
WITH US" is a one-act play 
concerned with four people, a 
narrow minded rationalist a 
neurotic female, and a pscudo- 
intellectual ; all arc pretending 
to wait for a trabi.
